NO FINKBOOK’ Nazis and Italians 


West Coast ast Delegates 
To Washington 


SAN FRANCISCO; — Pledges 
not ‘to accept the. continuous 
(fink) discharge book have been 
signed by more,than 15,000 West 
Coast seamen, ,according to an 
announcement by Méryyn Rath- 
borne, secretary of the Bay Area 
Council; Maritime Federation of 
the Pacific. 

On the East Coast thousands 
of seamen are reported to have 
announced their refusal to accept 
the blacklisting books. The Dept.

Delegations sent by the West 
Coast unions are on the way, and 
in some cases. have arrived in 
Washington, to, join East Coast 
men in: asking Congress | to 
amend the Copeland: Act, elim- 
inating the fink books and other 
sections detrimental to labor.

“The principal objection is 
is that the books can be used 
in blacklisting and. discriminat- 
ing against employes,” said Rath- 
borne. “Each seaman is given a 
number. This number can be 
kept by employers on a_black- 
list. While the books do not per- 
mit ‘character. rating,’ we know 
that under a similar system Brit- 
ish seamen who were not pleas- 
‘ing to the captain got their en- 
tries filled out in green ink. The 
green ink meant, ‘Don’t hire this 
man.’ / 

“Moreover ‘administration of 
the act is placed in agencies that 
union labor distrusts.’

NEW YORK—Lawrence imp- 
son has returned from 18 months 
in German prisons and concen- 
tration camps, one year of

The 35-year-old American sea- 
man was seized in Hamburg by 
Hitler’s secret police on June 28, 
1935, for having anti-Fascist lit- 
erature in his ship locker. 

Put on the ship to -work his 
way back to America, Simpson 
had learned of the seamen’s 
strike from a,ymember of the 
crew. He asked why the ship 
was running if there was a 
strike in progress, 

“Seabs like you and me,’ 
the reply. 

Simpson thereupon refused to 
work and became the only pas- 
senger aboard having the run of 
third-class quarters. 

Two Welcomes 

As Simpson arrived, half a 
dozen membe} of the alien 
squad hustled him to the exit of 
the pier, while 50-odd police- 
men, 100 newspaper men, pho- 
tographers’ and news reel men 
stood about. He was released 
into the arms of a delegation of 
seamen and sympathizers, who 
hoisted him on’ their shoulders 
and took him to strike headquar- 
ters. There Simpson, head 
clipped and showing signs of his 
long confinement, signed up for 
strike duty, while answering 
questions of newspaper men. 

The U. S. seaman, who was 
imprisoned 15 months before 
trial and finally released three 
months. after conviction in: re- 
sponse to pressure brought on 
the U. S. state department to 
make representations, told him 
how the more unlueky German 
citizens fare. 

Prisoners in’ Nazi camps, 
related, are. forced to run until 
exhausted and then brutally 
kicked by storm troopers. ‘Some 
never came out,” he declared, 
meaningfully. © 

Asked about the spirit of the 
prisoners, he replied: ‘“Rergard- 
.ess of their political faith, they 
are striving to build a_ united 

-ront to deteat Fascism.”

Why Gorn Remains 
Aboard the Ships 


LOS ANGELES.—Another at- 
tempt of shipowners to break 
the maritime strike in San Pedro 
was balked when the Joint Cen- 
tral Strike Cemmittee denied the 
plea of southern California poul- 
trymen to remove 34,000 tons of 
Argentina corn aboard the ships. 

In explanation of ‘the com- 
mittee’s action, Elmer Bruce, 
chairman of the committee in- 
vestigating feed supplies in 
Southern California, declared: 

“The reason, in my estimate, 
why we refpsed is that more 
than likely there would be fur-

F. — An- 
nouncement of the decision of 
the Minister of Foreign Affairs 
to give asylum in Mexico to 
Leon Trotzky has aroused a 
storm of opposition by the most 
powerful ot Mexico’s trade un- 
lions and political parties sup- 
porting the Cardenas governe 
ment. 

Reactionaries Praise Him 
At the same time the most 
reactionary press has suddenly 
blossomed out with editorials 
ptaising Trotzky’s “revolution- 
ary record,” and the Catholic 
press has begun to print articles 
by him against the Soviet Union.

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Face the Future

Since the beginning of the 

world economic crisis, suppressed 
nationalities and‘ colonial -peo- 
ples have felt) the brutal tyr- 
rany of capitalism more than 
anyone else. This is especially 
true in the United States with 
its large population of Negro 
people, who are daily subjected 


|to lynchings, discrimination, and 


all forms of oppression such as 
the frameup of the Scottsboro 
Boys, Angelo Herndon, and Clyde 
Allen, | 

To date throughout the whole 
United States, the oppression of 
the Negro people is growing 
more acute. In New York as 
well as in Los Angeles, police 
terror is unleashed in an unheard 
of form against the Negro peo- 
ple. Following the election, when 
the Negroes participated with the 
millions of othér American work- 
ers in giving a mandate to 
Roosevelt, they were rewarded 
with wholesale cuts in relief, 
thus adding to the already large 
army of unemployed. 

It is significant to note that 
the wave of terror began with 
the wholesale relief cuts, after 
Nov. 4th. The latter part of 
December saw the whole popu- 
lation of the Negro section in 
Los Angeles swarming with ex- 
tra police, intimidating Negro 
persons, in many cases arresting 
various Negroes on trumped-up 
charges of. attacking or molest- 
ing white women. 

“Gorrila Man” Scare 

Huntington Park, a suburb of 
Los Angeles, was one of the 
scenes of such terror, for days 
following a wave of propagan- 
da appeared in the Los Angeles 
‘Times and Examiner regarding 
a “gorilla man” attacking white 
women. In a few days more than 
twelve Negroes had been thrown 
in jail after being brutally beat- 
en, and as this is written many 
more Negroes are still in jail. 

It would be well to mention 
the case 01 myself and the one 
of Frank Baker, appearing: in 
the California Eagie January 
Sth. The California kagle reports 
“an investigation is under way 
by the local NAACP into the 
complaint made to them by 
Fra4nk Baker that he had been 
brutally beaten and mistreated 
by the Huntington Park police 
when. he would not falsely con- 
jess to having “attacked a white 
woman.” From this it is obvious 
that when conditions among the 
masses begin to grow acute, 
which means that tne conditions 
among the Negro people _ be- 
come ever more acute, one of

This, of 
course, was sufficient evidence 
for the Huntington Park police 
force to arrest and beat, not only 
Baker but other Negro workers 
as well. On December 26th, I 
was arrested on a similar charge 
in the same town, taken to jail 
and ill-treated. It is necessary 
for the people of Los Angeles 
to mobilize every available force 
to defeat this reign of terror. 
Unscrupulous Methods 

According to the Eagle, the 
authorities stooped to the most 
unscrupulous methods in order 
to wring a confession from 
Baker. . 

“Baker declares that his ques- 
tioners brought in the victim and 
tried in every way to compel 
her to name him as her attack- 
er. This she stéadfastly' refused 
to do repeating that he was not 


the one. He says they. tried every 


aid, dressing him in an old coat 
and hat similar to the one de- 
scribed as being worn by the 
attacker. They had him - land 
in the shadows, to speak and 
submit to various othe tests 
while the woman looked on but 
to no aavil. Finally they gave 
up but continued to beat him, 
but failed to force a confession 
from him.” ;

there are other problems: Sixty- 
three percent. of the Negroes of 
California are unemployed, while 
75 percent in Les Angeles Coun- 
ty are either on relief or un- 
employed altogether. This means 
that the Negroes are forced al- 
most into complete starvation. 
Then there is a problem due to 
the fact that Negroes are re- 
legated to Jim Crow.communit- 
ies. Rents have gone up 25 to 
75 percent in the last nine 
months. In cases where white 
tenants move out and Negro 
tenants move in rent is immedi- 
ately sky-rocketed. 
Negroes Are Allies of Whites 


In the first place, white work- 
ers must realize that the Negro 
masses are their allies in their 
struggle against capitalism. They 
can be won in this struggle by 
being in the forefront in the 
struggle for Negro rights, 

The Negro people, on the other 
hand, must understand quite 
clearly that the only future for 
them and the whole working 
class is to join hands! in the de- 
fense*of their everyday needs. 
It is therefore insufficient for 
the NAACP to conduet an inves- 
tigation or to take up the case 
of Baker alone. It is of the great- 
est importarice that every organ- 
ization and especially every: Ne- 
gro orgahization unite in defense 
of civil rights and for the main- 
tenance of a decent standard of 
living.

Pilling, Foe of 
Jobless, Dies in LA 


LOS ANGELES. — Kind-faced 
and gentle-voiced Roy W. Pilling, 
Los Angeles County Relief Ad- 
ministration, died here last week. 

He who had served his mas- 
ters so well in driving down the 
living standard of unemployed 
workers, he who had argued so 
well against the pleadings of 
thousands of desperately poor 
men and women, as if by a cap- 
ricious fate in a vengeful mood, 
was returned to thé elements by 
a stomach ailment. 

Pilling died unexpectedly in 
Glendale Sanitarium. He was 
buried in ‘Forest Lawn Memor- 
ial Park, from the Little Church 
of the Flowers.

a recipient of the county relief 
administration instead of its ad- 
ministrator. 

Pilling’s passing was sad. It 
was sad for his many friends 
and his wife and well-cared-for 
children. It was sad for the re- 
actionaries whose puppet was a 
man capable of denying relief to 
so,many weary. and friendless 
workers. 

No one aware of the plight of 
the unemployed and. the role of 
Pilling could avoid. calling to 
mind the snappy and callous 
routine that follows the death 
of an unemployed worker.

ing a graphic picture of the tre- 
mendous changes which have 
taken place in he social and 
economic life of this vast coun- 
try during the past decade. 

Early estimates of the results 
showed a population of more 
than 170,000,000. 

Each inhabitant answered 14 
questions, which will provide ac- 
curate statistics on population, 
age, nationality, occupation, etc., 
and will provide information on 

which the third Five-Year Plan 
will be based. 

Valuable Data 

Among other things, this in-| 
formation will be valuable in lo- | 
cating new _ industrial plants, | 
transport facilities, etc., and will | 
help improve organization of | 
education and community wel- 
fare. 
It was the third census since 
the Russian Revolution of 1917.)

month for the fourth five .years 
and $2.50 per month for the last 
25 years. 
By this time the youth is no 
longer a youth. He is now 65} 
years of age and has paid the 
State $1029, exclusive of inter- 
est, and he now is entitled to 
the so-called old-age pension. 
89 Per Cent Die 

In accordance with an article 
published by the Metropolitan 
Life Insurance Company about 
a year and a half ago on “Why 
people should insure them- 


selves,” 89 per cent of persons 
wno work 45 consecutive years 
or suffer due to ‘other causes, 
die about two months after or 
before they are 65.: 

In other words, - 11 per cent 
will benefit more or less from 
this pension, but where will the 
money from the other 89 per 
cent go to? 

(The bill is far from adequa , 
but should be improved, not 
thrown out, by increasing old- 


age benefits and by making the |

Big Step F Toward a 
Coast Federation 
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VANCOUVER, B. C.—Com- 
pleting negotiations carried on 
over a period of several months, 
the Fishermen and Cannery 
Workers’ Industria} Union is 
now formally merged with the 
Pacific Coast Fishermen’s Union. 

The former organization’s fifth 
annual convention was held in 
Vancouver on December 12, 13 
and 14. 

The Pacific Coast Fishermen’s 
Union is a branch of: the Inter- 
national Seamen’s. Union, which 
in turn is affiliated with the 
American Federation of Labor. 


Representing the Pacific Coast 
Fishermen’s Union headquarters 
in Astoria, were Glen Murdock 
and two others. Murdock, in his 
address to the convention, de- 
scribed as “promising” the out- 
look for a federation of the nine 
major fishermen’s organizations 
along the Pacifi¢ Coast. The 
speaker stressed the importance 
of unity between'the fishermen 
in Canada and the’ ‘United States, 
pointing out the fish companies 
on both sides af the border are 
well organized. ; 


Many Delegates 
Delegates from. seventeen lo- 
cals of the Fishetmen and Can- 
nery Workers’ industrial 
ion were present at the conven- 
tion, as well as many fraternal 
delegates.

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PLAIN FACTS: 


Time Passed When 
the Unions Can Be 
Clubbed Out 


Labor now demands the right 
to organize, and the right to col- 
lective bargaining. Labor de- 
mands a new era in America’s 
great industry. 
contempt those who for mercen- 
ary reasons would restrict hu- 
man progress. Labor demands 
legislation, the enactment of laws 


making realistic the principles 


of industriak democracy. It de- 
mands. that: Congress exercises 
its constitutional powers and 
brush aside the autocratie rule 
as represented by the Supreme 
Court. 


Labor demands eithér by con- 
stitutional amendment or enact- 
ment of law, the right of Con- 
gress to legislate, for the right 
of the people must be insured. 
The court cannot oyerstep the 
bounds of its own authority and 
the mandate of two-thirds of 
the nation’s citizens, Nations will 
‘support the elected representa- 
tives of the republic in an i 
tempt to restore to Congr 
legislative powers of whic “a 
has been stripped by the judi- 
cial encroachment. 

The coal industry has just 
taken amazing action. It has done 
so without public rebuke or cri- 
ticism. The basic agreement of 
the coal industry expires March 
31, 1937. The agreement contains 
a provision binding operators and 
mining workers to assemble in 
February 1937, to consider what 
provisions, if 4&ny,’ shall be made 
in this agreement as to hours, 
wages and conditions of employ- 
ment. 
The Coal Situation 

Not witstanding this provision, 
the coal operators of the Appal- 
achian area, representing three- 
fourths of the nation’s coal, for- 
mally notified the United Mine 
Workers of America that they 
had: decided upon the wages, 
hours and conditions of emniploy- 
ment affecting the mine workers 
for an. additional two-year per- 
iod. They decided that. the 7- 
hour work day would be leng- 
thened to an 8-hour work day, 
at the same daily wage; they 
decided that the returns for 
tonnage workers would remain 
the same as heretofore. 

They decided that the import- 
ant questions of inter-district di- 
visions would remain undistur- 
bed. until 1939. The plain and 
simple jfact is that the Appala- 
chian operators, as a résult of 
financial intrigue, breached the 
Appalachian agreement and have 
taken the power to deeide for 
themselves the wage policies and 
provisions of the industry. 

Of course, 
Workers of America will see that 
they do no such thing. It is, how- 
ever, obvious that since the coal 
operators themselves have for- 
mally breached the agreement, 
the UMWA has the legal right, 
at will and without notice, to 
denounce its provisions and with- 
draw their members from the 
mines of the coal operators. 

Labor desires a peaceful settle- 
ment of the problems of its re- 


lationship in the mining indus- - 


try. The organizations associated 
with the Committee for Iudus- 


trial Organization are not pro-- 


moting industrial strife. They are 
hoping for industrial peace on a 
bisis that recognizes the rights 
of the workers as well as of the 
employers. Peace, however can- 
not be achieved by the empley- 
ers’ denial of the right to. or 
ganize, by denial of conferefice 
for bargaining; by the purchas- 
ing and use of. atms, munitions 
and tear gas. 

The time has passed in Amer- 
ica when the workers can ‘be 
either clubbed, gassed or shot 
down with impunity. I solemnly 
warn the leaders of industry ‘to- 
night that labor will not tolerate 
such policies or tactics, Labor 
will expect the protection of the 
agencies of the. Federal. govern- 
ment in the pursuit of its law- 
ful objectives. The stage is. set. 
Industry can go forward with 
profit to its investors and with 
security to all citizens, or it 
can elect to itself by 
blindly following its ae. 
ing’ prejudices and refusing. to 
conform to the modern ‘concépt 
of proper industrial relati 


cide and upon them rests the 
responsibility of deciding wisely.
